THE  TOWN_MEETING. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  annual 
mi  meetings  have  been  very  interest- 
g  and  the  meeting  on  Monday  was 
as  lively  a  one  as  has  been  held  for 
Although  not  half  of  the  voters 
of  the  town  were  present  the  hall  was 
crowded,  showing  how  inadequate  the 
the  demands  that  may  be 
made  upon  it.  Several  of  the  sum- 
mer residents  were  present  at  the 
morning  session. 

After  the  town  clerk  had  read  the 
warrant,  balloting  for  moderator  began. 

On  this  ballot  J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop  re. 
ceived  1  «5  votes  and  Philander  Ba  tes 
86,  and  Mr.  Lothrop  was  elected. 

Article  2,  to  act  on  the  various  re- 
ports was  next  taken  up  and  the  re- 
ports of  the  Selectmen,  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  and  Treasurer  were  accepted, 
hile  the  reports  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  Trustees  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary were  laid  upon  the  table.  It 
was  here  voted  that  an  article  shall  be 
inserted  in  next  year's  warrant  to  have 
all  officers  elected  on  one  ballot  and 
selectmeo  shall  be  chosen  for  one,  two 
and  three  years. 

For  Town  Clerk,  Newcomb  B.  Tow- 
er received  146  votes,  J.  Foster  Doane 
49,  and  Mr.  Tower  was  elected. 

For  Selectmen,  Caleb  F.  Nichols 
received  252  votes,  Pnilander  Bates, 
176  ;  J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop,  17 j  ;  Louis 
T.  Gushing,  145  ;  Louis  N.  Lincoln,  2; 
J.  Roche,  jr.,  and  Messrs.  Nichols, 
Bates  and  Lothrop  were  elected. 

For  Assessors,  C.  F.  Nichols  re- 
ceived 128  votes;  P.  Bates,  117  ;  J.  Q. 
A.  Lothrop,  115  ;  L.  T.  Gushing,  35; 
L.  N.  Lincoln,  10;  J.  W.  Bates,  10; 
James  Pettee,  1  ;  Ira  B.  Pratt,  1  and 
Anthony  Clark  1.  Messrs.  Nichols, 
Bates  and  Lothrop  were  declared  elec 
ted. 

For  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  G.  F. 
Nichols  received  109  votes;  J.  Q.  A. 
Lothrop,  87 ;  P.  Bates,  79  ;  Ira  B. 
Prait,  25;  James  Pettee,  2; 
Cushing,  13  ;  Anthony  Clark, 
J.  B  Harvey,  1.  Messrs  Nichols, 
Lothrop  and  Bates  were  declared  elec- 
ted. 

For  Treasurer,  A. 
ceived  23  votes;  Wm. 
Mr.  Tower  was  elected. 

When  balloting  for  Highway  Sur- 
veyors began,  a  motion  was  made  that 
the  check  list  be  dispensed  with,  which 
was  voted  down.  The  vote  for  survey- 
5  re  stood, — James  Pettee,  229  ;  A.  E. 
Tilden,  222;  Thos.  Bates,  220;  John 
H.  Morgan,  116;  Samuel  E.  Pratt, 
107;  James  S.  Beal,  14;  Waldo  Locke, 
it;  Louis  N.  Lincoln,  4;  G.  F.  B.  Til- 
den 2.  Messrs.  Pettee,  Tilden,  Bates 
and  Morgan  were  declared  elected 
and  took  the  oath  of  office. 

The  vote  for  School  Committee 
stood,  — Louis  T.  Cushing,  74  ;  J,  B. 
Harvey,  54,  and  J.  W.  Bates,  12;  and 
Mr.  Cushing  was  declared  elected. 

The  vote  for  Constables  gave  Hora- 
tio G.  Pratt,  156  votes;  John  E.  Grace, 
155,  J.  Roche,  Jr.,  154;  James  S.  Beal, 
— ;  Andrew  Prouty,  98.  Twelve  oth- 
er candidates  received  votes  too  small 
to  count  and  Messrs  Pratt,  Groce, 
Roche,  Beal  and  Prouty  were  elected. 

For  Fence  Viewers,  J.  Foster  Doane, 
M.  B.  Stetson,  and  C.  F.  Allen  were 
elected,  receiving  respectively  12,  11 
and  6  votes.  Richard  Wells  received 
5  votes,  and  D.W.Pratt  and  J.  L.  Hay- 
den  one  each. 

A.  H.  Tower  received  one  vote  for 
Collector  and  was  elected. 

The  other  officers  were  chosen  by

Article  2d  was  taken  up  again,  and 
fie  reports  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 

re  accepted. 

The  thanks  of  the  meeting  were 
tendered  to  the  Moderator,  and  the 
meeting  was  dissolved.

The  High  School. 

The  winter  term  .of  the  High  School 
closed  on  Friday  last,  March  and. 
The  Principal  had  especially  invited 
parents  of  pupils  and  friends  of  educa- 
tion to  be  present,  and  in  response 
to  the  invitation  a  large  number  lis- 
tened to  the  exercises  of  the  afternoon 


session. 

There  were  recitations  at  the  morn- 
ing session  in  Physical  Geography, 
Roman  History,  Physiology  and  Eng- 
lish Literature.  At  the  afternoon  session 
the  exercises  consisted  of  recitations 
in  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Trigonometry, 
Natural  Philosophy,  and  Declamations 
and  Essays  selected  from  those  ren- 
dered at  the  regular  term  rhetorical 
exercises.

We  have  a  large 
summer  hotel  just  a  few  steps  from 
the  depot  aad  although  it  has  not  been 
open  for  guests  for  several  years  we 
have  had  it  here  all  the  same  and  It 
will  be  opened.  It  is  reported  that 
there  are  boarders  enough  engaged  to 
fill  it  for  the  summer. 

We  have  more  vacant  houses  here 
this  winter  than  ever  before.  There 
are  four  on  the  main  street,twoon  each 
side  of  it,  and  the  school  honse  has 
been  nearly  so  the  past  winter.  Dame 
Rumor  says  the  average  attendance 
was  less  than  eight,  The  numbers  of 
pupils  being  so  small  the  teacher  did 
not  advertise  any  extras  for  examina 
tion  day  for  fear  that  there  would  not 
be  scholars  enough  to  form  a  class.  It 
was  not  so  once,  when  the  old  school 
house  was  standing  on  the  little  lot  of 
land  near  where  Mary  Clapp  resides. 
Then  we  had  forty-eight  seats  and 
more  than  that.ofjichoIa.rs, ;  some  sat 
on  the  recitation  Benches.  The  boys 
did  not  obey  the  teacher  at  that  time 
as  they  do  now  and  when  Mr.  John- 
ston came  to  take  charge  for  one  w  in- 
ter he  prepared  for  any  emergency 
that  might  arise  and  as  his  form  of 
punishment  was  administered  with  a 
ruler,  he  had  one  of  the  boys  (a  son  of 
a  shipwright)  prepare  one  for  his  use, 
and  that  boy  received  a  lesson  from  it 
before  the  term  closed  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  rest  of  us.  Mr. 
ohnston  taught  two  winters  and  was 
iked  very  much  the  last  term. 

Sleighing  has  been  good  nearly  all 
vinter  and  that  has  been  an  induce- 
ment for  the  young  folks  to  get  up 
sleigh  rides,  and  such  splendid  ones 
as  they  have  had.  Why  1  our  old  fash- 
ion parties  were  nothing  compared  to 
those,  if  we  are  to  believe  the  stories 
that  are  told  us  the  next  day.  I  have 
wished  several  times  this  winter  that  I 
was  not  more  than  twenty,  so  I  could 
enjoy  them  to.  However  I  enjoy 
hearing  about  them  from  the  partici- 
pants, m.

Farmer's  Institute. 
The  Farmers'  Institute  meeting  on 
Wednesday  was  very  fully  attended 
both  morning  and  afternoon.  Mr.  J. 
I  J.  Bourne  gave  a  very  interesting  ad- 
dress on  dairying  and  he  was  followed 
by  L-  S.  Richards,  president  of  the 
South  Shore  Fanners  Club,  who  ex- 
hibited a  large  number  of  sketches  of 
antedeluvian  reptiles  and  profile  draw- 
ings of  Alpine  crevasses,  the  long  ser- 
pent like  shape  of  huge  glaciers  slowly 
foot  by  foot,  sliding  down  the  noun- 
t  ain  side.  Their  progress  the  lecturer 
stated,  being  about  a  foot  a  day 
told  in  graphic  language  how  i 
tertian  and  later  ages  the  earth  was 
inhabited  by  gigantic  beasts  who  bear 
pontic  names,  such  as  Ichthyosauras, 
Terrodactyl,  Plesstosauras,  etc.  He 
described  "bow  mountains  are  supposed 
to  be  of  gradual  growth,  being  slowly 
forced  upward  bv  the  tremendous  pres- 
sure of  the  gasts  within  the  earth's 
crnst :  how  by  such  elevations  ot  the 
sorface  the  continents  had  ris- 
en from  out  the  waste  of  waters  ;  how 
the  mere  wind  drifts  of  sand  might 
accumolate  and  have  accumulated, 
during  the  ages,  until  now  large  hills 
arise  where  but  for  this  action  of  wind 
and  wave  a  plain  or  TaJley  might  still 
extend.  Zr"e  told  us  how  the  lime 
stone  cliffs  wrrch  from  the  bed  of  Ni- 
agara Falls  are  constantly  wearing  of  by 
the  action  of  the  water,  until  the  /  have 
worn  it  back  seven  miles  at  the  rate  of 
about  a  foot  a  year.  The  lecture  was 
too  brief  and  we  hope  it  will  be  com  in 
ued  at  some  future  time. 

In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Bowditch  of 
the  State  Board,  described  in  detail 
his  method  of  making  butter,  besin- 
ring  by  declaring  that  in  the  dairy 
c  -anliness  came  before  Godli  ess. 
Then  continuing  ti  well  chosen  words, 
he  explained  his  various  processes  or 
t~hn-*  the  best  hav  with  Indian  meal 
nd  mangels,  setting  the  milk  in  deep 
cans  in  an  ice  box,  the  ice  being  placed 
oc  slats  overhead  and  dripping  as  it 
melted  on  and  around  the  covered 
cans,  preserving  the  temperatore  at 
low  point,  skimming  at  the  end  of 
t*clve  hours,  and  allowing  the  cream 
to  "ripen"  that  is  become  slightly  acid 
u'aied  before  churning,  (are  all  impor- 
tant points,  he  said,  in  getting  good 
butter.)  Forty  eight  hours  at  least 
»g  necessary  to  this  process.  In 
working  the  butter  he.  washes  wiih 
btine  when  the  particles  have  become 
^pirated,  to  free  it  as  thoroughly  as 
|  ossible  from  the  butter  milk,  and  then 
u-.es  implements  substantially  like  the 
familiar  bread  board  and  roller  of  the 
.  co-e  wife,  rolls  it  out  and  then  with 
sponges,  kept  in  ice  water,  he  dabs  up 
il  c  globules  of  butter  milk  and  brine 
remaining,  lumps  it  up  again  and 
repeats  till  a  certain  sound  of  the  roll 
I  r  on  the  bolter  proclaims  it  ready 
(jt  the  stamps.  We  have  never  been 
more  interested  by  any  speaker,  and 
toe  numerous  questions  from  the  audi 
ence  and  Mr.  Bowditch's  apt  and 
-*ble  replies  kept  all  so  pleased  and 
entertained  that  four  o'clock  arrived 
before  anyone  thought  of  leav- 
i  'j.  If  we  were  to  formulate  a  tule 
Tom  his  remarks  we  should  say. 
«  tanliness  first  in  barn,  creamery  and 
-  ensils.low  temperature  for  the  cream 
i  rise,  let  it  ripen  before  churning  and 
use  a  thermometer  to  ascertain  if  the 
temperature  is  at  the  desired  point. 

Sheep  husbandry  and  corn  planting 
»it  subsequently  discussed  at  length 
h  the  same  Interesting  manner.  The 
yocMy  were  much  pleased  by  the  pres 
'  ^of  Mr.  Lane,  president  of  the 
i  /mouth  County  Agricultural  sooeiy, 
i  *j  brought  a  beautiful  bouquet  with 
I  u  to  grare  th«  speaker*  table.
